It can be said in defense of the schools that 
public dem and carries influence and curricula 
to a considerable extent m ust m eet with pub­ 
lic satisfaction, even if it Iw ds to the teach­ 
ing of subjects of less than prim e value. And 
there has been too little public dem and for 
education in conservation. 
The Post-Dispatch 
perform ed a service in calling attention to the 
erro r.

The issue in the Dixon-Yates con­ 
trac t in one specific instance involved congres­ 
sional approval of funds for the construction 
ot a transm ission line across the M ississippi 
River to convey electricity from the steam - 
generating plant of a private utility to public- 
owned and operated TV A. The plant itself if 
built IS to cost $105 million; in the end, na­ 
turally all of the cost to com e from the profits 
on electricity . Congress had provided an aj)- 
propnation of $6,500,000 for the construction 
of the transm ission line. T hat w as the setting 
upon which the m em bers of Congress gazed 
when called upon to approve or to reject that 
appropriation. In vary ing degrees it projects 
the much larger controversy over reclam ation 
policy as it is to tak e perm anent form in the 
United States. We spent long and exhausting 
hours in debate. We cam e up with a recom ­ 
m endation that Congress adopt as a settled 
policy a program of m ak ing reasonable loans 
for the construction of transm ission lines to 
deliver juice from the huge dam s on the rivers 
in the M idwest and elsew here, from the bus 
b ar (the point of generation), to the “ load 
centers” (the town or city of consum ption or 
the distribution sy stem s of the REA.) 


Funds F or Transm ission 
Line 


Reason lends itself to m any interpretations. 
It does not m ean em bark ing upon a wild, reck ­ 
less spending spree; nor does it m ean in the 
so-called spirit of economy deny ing so much 
as one slim dim e to a public agency or agen­ 
cies with restricted borrowing power. We heard 
that plea for loans in thousands and thousands 
of words in ten .Missouri Basin states, includ­ 
ing N ebrask a, but m ore particularly at the 
headw aters in M ontana, the Dak otas and ( olo- 
rado.

There are those who have other thoughtsi and 
strangely have the notion that it is Uncle .Sam’s 
role within a reasonable degree not only to 
mak e these facilities available to the people, 
but to see to it in the spirit of trusteeship that 
they are the property of the people whc m ade 
them possible. The debate wages far on into 
the night. 


further from the public scene in his later 
y ears his work s continued to provide the y east 
that has helped k eep the w'orld at peace and 
his beloved country in stout health.

He was a seasoned congress­ 
m an at the tim e of World W ar I. He was a 
steady hand and a wise legislator during the 
m ad and alm ost fatal tw enties. He w alk ed with 
his fellow citizens in the valley of the shadow 
of the great depression. He saw the second 
world w ar break over a plagued Europe. He 
pondered the first acts of the R ussian revo­ 
lution and saw Com m unism m arch, ever big­ 
ger and ever m ore m enacing, down the y ears. 
He received the word of w ar from the Ja pan­ 
ese envoy s and cried out a t the perfidy of 
P earl Harbor. Those w ere all world stirring 
events and each in their way m ade profound 
changes in the United States. Yet none of them 
nor all of them together caused Hull to lose 
hope or faith and none of them shook him from 
his foundations of ancient A m erican principles. 
Such honesty and devotion m ark ed all his acts. 
Few have had the opportunity to dem onstrate 
them so long before the A m erican public and 
for their constant welfare, too. His abiding 
faith in the goodness of peace and the future 
of his country provide a great legacy to every ­ 
one who is left behind. Neither have failed him , 
com e w hat m ay , and nothing y et to come 
would daunt him either. That is som ething for 
all A m ericans to k eep in m ind. It will give 
them the inw ard strength it gave him . 


GENEVA — One of the most sig­ 
nificant of the m any dinners P re si­ 
dent Eisenhower attended in G ene­ 
va was a quiet supper for Gen. 
Alfred 
M. 
G ruenther and Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford which escaped 
the attention generally of diplom at­ 
ic ob.servers. However, it highlight­ 
ed the split problem Eisenhow er 
faced during the Big F our con­ 
ference — w hether to act as Ik e 
the soldier or Ik e the politician. 
At G eneva, the objectives.of the 
two were directly opposite. As sol­ 
dier and com m ander-in-chief, E i­ 
senhower has 
to 
safeguard 
the 
strength of A m erican arm ed forces. 
As an international politician, he 
had to ease the tension between 
the USA and the USSR. 
And the reason G ruenther and 
Radford unexpectedly rushed 
to 
Geneva w as because, to m ilitary 
m en, it seem ed that Ik e was be­ 
ing too m uch the politician and 
falling too hard for the Soviet smil- 
age. This doesn’t m ean that these 
tw o m ilitary leaders are anxious 
to prom ote w ar or that they op­ 
posed a surcease in the cold w ar.

people haven’t realized in the past 
— that, when it cam e to inspiring 
we.stern unity and adequate arm s 
dpfen.se, Joe Stalin was the be.^t 
friend the United States had.

Before Ik e left W ashington for 
the conference here, he received

Henry Jack son of W ashington 
sent a letter to Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson ask ing certain em ­ 
barrassing 
questions 
about

viet strength in jet bom bers and 
intercontinental 
atomic 
bom bers. 
The questions w ere so hot that 
Wilson refused to answer them . 
However, P res. Eisenhower has 
been given the answ ers, which I 
can reveal to be as follows: 
1. As nearly as our intelligence 
can estim ate R ussia is ahead of 
New York ballistics m issile and a 
shorter-range continental missile.

we have been doing. In other words 
the Russians have cut the “ lead 
tim e” that it tak es a new plane to 
progress from the blueprint stage 
to production. As a result our de­ 
fense planners drastically under­ 
estim ated how fast Russia could 
get long-range jet bom bers into 
production, 
6. At present rates of progress, 
Ru.ssia will not only have more 
and better planes than the United 
States, but by I960, will have m ore 
scientists and engineers work ing on 
airpow er.

Today opens a national observance for a week 
dedicated to safety on the farm . 


In the m inds of m ost who have been reared 
w ith a picture of farm life as one of rural 
quiet and security it com es as a shock to learn 
that the annual average accident death toll 
nationally is 14,500, and that approxim ately 1,- 
250,000 farm ers m eet with a non-fatal accident 
to some degree incapacitating. 


C ertainly this is a record that would m ak e 
even the m ost hazardous industry call for a 
serious survey and a change of habit. 


Farm ing m ay have once been a relatively 
non-hazardous undertak ing, but apparently it 
no longer is. The blessings of the mechanized 
age have brought also dangerous power to farm 
m achines. Industry long used to powerful fa­ 
cilities has built proper safeguards and has 
stressed personal safety to such an effective 
degree that there are fewer accidents per thou­ 
sand work m en than 50 y ears ago when the 
hazards were not considered so form idable. 
C ertainly it is tim e for farm ers to tak e a leaf 
out of industry ’s book for it is true that al­ 
m ost all accidents are preventable. 


This y ear the Extension Service will m ak e 
a special activity of tak ing the m essage of 
safety to the farm s, em phasizing 
the work 
carried on steadily by 4-H clubs. We wish the 
greatest of success to these m onitors of safety 
for it is wrong conduct of any business that de­ 
m ands such a toll as is being exacted on 
A m erica’s farm s.

GENEVA — Progress, .or ra th­ 
er the lack of it, on the four points 
of the initial agenda of the sum m it 
conference can be sum m arized as 
follows. (It m ust alw ay s 
be 
re­ 
m em bered, of course, that as was 
repeatedly stated in advance of 
the conference no one 
expected 
any thing resem bling agreed solu­ 
tions of the m ajor problem s). 
1. G erm an Reunification. 
R e­ 
gardless of w hat docum ents they 
put their signatures to here or later 
at the Foreign M inister’s confer­ 
ence, the R ussians are fundam ent­ 
ally opposed to reunification and 
they are lik ely to do w hat they 
can covertly or openly to resist 
it. The intention to m aintain the 
status quo of the two G erm any ’s 
w as obvious in all the Soviet state­ 
m ents both before and during the 
conferences. In inviting A denauer 
to Moscow 
the Soviet note ex­ 
pressed the desire to “ norm alize” 
relations with West G erm any and 
presum ably to accustom the G er­ 
m ans to a perm anent division, if 
that is possible.

F rance 
is deeply fearful of G erm an m an­ 
power, both m ilitarily and econom­ 
ically . The British are aw are of 
the hazards of a divided G erm any 
but the real push for reunification 
will have to come from Am erica.

3. The problem of disarm am ent. 
H ere, too, a confusion of plans and 
variants of plans were thrown into 
the conference hopper for scaling 
down the present arm s burden and 
for establishing dem ilitarized zones. 
Eisenhow er’s proposal to the Rus­ 
sians to exchange aerial reconnai.s- 
sance of m ilitary installations and 
com plete blueprints of the m ilitary 
establishm ents of the two coun­ 
tries m ade sensational headlines. 
But to m any ck iservers it seemed 
to have a propaganda rather than 
a practical significance. 
Mutual reconnaissance has been 
often proposed before as the basis 
for a sy stem to prevent .surprise 
attack , and it is indeed vital to 
such a sy stem .

for a reduction of A m erican, Rus­ 
sian and Chinese forces to 1,.500,000 
with British and French at 650,000. 
When this had been carried out to 
75 per cent a com plete prohibition 
of nuclear weapons would go int(» 
effect. The latter is lik ely to meet 
with American opposition.
